stock. But eventually there came a day 
when so many new books were pub- 
lished that it was impossible for book- 
sellers to stock them all. 


Today the number has grown to 
such an extent that, instead of ordering 
one or a number of copies of every title 
published, a selection of the most de- 
sirable books must be made. 


Just now there seems to be a reluc- 
tance to buy or stock fiction. Un- 
doubtedly there are too many novels. 
Some publishers have gone on the 
theory that if they can sell a copy or 
two of every new book to each dealer, 
this will be sufficient to cover the ex- 
pense of publishing and perhaps yield

a little profit. This plan is manifestly 
unfair to the dealer and latterly he has 
grown in wisdom and is picking his 
fiction carefully. 


There are other publishers, however, 
who exercise unusual care in the choice 
of their fiction, who do not publish at 
the expense of the dealer and who have 
a large advertising campaign back of 
everything they issue. Such books no 


~ dealer should discriminate against, 


either in his initial purchases or in 
reordering when his stock is low or 
entirely exhausted. It is unfair to that 
publisher for the bookseller to classify 
such fiction as just so many novels and 
for him to buy them as such. They 
should be considered as staple as any 
other kind of book, to be bought and 
pushed as generously as other desirable 
stock.

66 OW can the book trade be 
bettered?” I incline to the 
view that sales are increasing as 

rapidly as can be expected, and that larger 
profits for publisher and retailer can most 
easily be obtained 
by widening for 
each the margin be- 
tween cost of goods 
and selling price. 
And how do that? 
The two most 
important develop- 
ments in bookselling 
during the last ten 
years are, in my 
opinion, the appar- 
ently successful 
establishment of 
book clubs and the 
great increase in the 
number of small 
shops selling ‘books. 
The two largest 
book clubs between 
them select twenty- 
four new books an- 
nually to send to 
their subscribers. A 
few of these are by 
authors of  estab- 
lished repw 
tation and popularity; but the majority, 
although they become best sellers in the 
bookstores, are by completely or compara- 
tively unknown authors. Thus the num- 
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ber of books selling twenty-five or fifty 
thousand copies or more in the bookstores 
is increased, and correspondingly the num- 
ber of titles selling less than one thousand 
copies is greater than formerly—unless the 
publicity given to 
books by the clubs is 
resulting in in- 
creased sales in the 
bookstores, which I 
feel sure no book- 
seller will admit. 
Would “All Quiet 
on the Western 
Front have had a 
sale of 235,000 cop- 
ies in seven months 
through regular 
outlets if the Book- 
of-the-Month Club 
had not distributed 
some 67,000 copies 
to its subscribers? 
Perhaps! Would 
20,000 copies of 
Fay’s “Franklin” 
have been sold to 
the retail trade in 
the first fifteen days 
of December if it 
had not been a club 
selection? I doubt 
it, even if without a book-club order the 
$3.00 price and the extra discount of five 
percent had been possible. Selection of a 
book by a club does increase its sales 
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through the trade, and books of minor im- 
portance are hurt thereby. In 1929 my 
own house has broken all its records as to 
the number of new titles selling 25,000 
copies or more (including two club selec- 
tions )and also all recent records as to the 
number of titles selling six, seven and eight 
hundred copies. The fact that the small 
shops handle only the better selling titles 
probably contributes quite as much towards 
this result as the influence of the book clubs. 

One can easily see the handwriting on 
the wall. And in their own interest as 
well as that of the booktrade it is time 
that publishers took notice. We have over- 
production, and over-production should 
cease. How many publishers are there in 
America who, taking overhead into ac- 
count, do not lose money on one-fourth of 
the books they publish? How many books 
are published because “‘some one will take 
it if we don’t,” or “it’s pretty good and 
might catch on” (yes, once in a thousand 
times; in my experience of twenty years, 
my house has not more than twice sold 
10,000 copies of a book in its first year 
when we didn’t expect to do so and didn’t 
advertise it accordingly); or “after all, 
Blank is an important author and if we 
don’t publish this cursed book of short 
stories we'll lose his novels”; or because 
the manuscript is by the wife, sweetheart 
or intimate friend of So-and-So, and we 
want to please him? I can think of nothing 
in the world so beneficial to the booktrade 
as a whole as for every important publisher 
in America to cut his output of new books 
ten per cent or more (probably consider- 
ably more) by eliminating from his list 
books falling in the classifications just men- 
tioned. That is to be the future policy of 
Little, Brown & Company, though it will 
not show results for a year because of the 
necessity of carrying out contracts already 
made. Then the publisher would have 
more time and more money to spend on 
his really worth-while books that now drop 
out of sight two, four or sixth months after 
they are published; and the bookseller 
would have more space to give these worth- 
while titles, and more interest in trying to 
sell them. And each publisher’s plant costs 
would be less, and his profits greater, and 
he might be disposed to share the extra 
profits with the booksellers by increasing 
his discounts. During the past year Simon 
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and Schuster have shown what splendid 
results can be obtained when a publisher 
keeps his list down and exploits practically 
all his new titles (it is this as well as clever 
advertising that has made so many Essand- 
ess best sellers) ; and Harcourt, Brace & 
Company have achieved wonders in secur- 
ing continuing sales for some of their books 
by keeping on with the advertising and 
trade promotion. 

How to widen the margin between cost 
of goods and selling price? If a publisher 
can sell an average of 5000 copies of 80 
titles, instead of an average of 4000 copies 
of 100 titles, without increasing his adver- 
tising expenses or general overhead, his 
sales are the same in volume, and he has 
twenty less sets of plates, cover dies, etc., 
to pay for. Thus $20,000 might easily be 
saved on a business of $600,000 in new 
books (assuming an average wholesale price 
of $1.50 per copy); and there would be 
something saved in the way of fewer un- 
earned advances and unsold first printings. 

It is within the power of the booksellers 
to force the publishers to adopt such a 
policy. ‘They are not compelled to buy 
anything like all the books that are pub- 
lished, and I hope that they will more and 
more discrimnate against the many new 
books that should never be issued. I hope, 
too, that they will stop arguing about the 
book clubs, which are here to stay if they 
can hold their subscribers and make money, 
and to whom most publishers will continue 
to offer their books. If accurate figures 
were available of publishers’ sales through 
the trade, but leaving out sales to book 
clubs, I believe they would show a con- 
siderable gain for 1929 over 1928, and for 
1928 over 1927. The book clubs have 
given books a tremendous amount of pub- 
licity; they have directed public attention 
to a few titles, at the expense of many 
others, but I doubt if they have really 
taken much business out of the individual 
bookstore. They are competitors, just as 
magazines, movies and radios are—but the 
business of selling books at retail is still 
growing and its weakness lies more in the 
margin of profit than in the amount of the 
sales. I wish, also, that a survey of book- 
sellers’ costs, such as was proposed at the 
convention of the American Booksellers’ 
Association last May,.might soon be under- 
taken. 
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Merwin-Davis, chart makers for many large social and health asso- 
ciations, banks, insurance and trade associations, have made for the 
Publishers’ Weekly this chart from data compiled by the Publishers’ 
Weekly. The chart graphically illustrates some of the points raised 
by Mr. McIntyre. In the decade since the war, the total number 
of new titles and new editions as listed in the Weekly Record of 
the Publishers’ Weekly has risen from 6,187 to 10,187, an increase 
of 65%. Of the separate classifications, fiction shows the largest 
totals and the most rapid rate of increase. Seven other classifica- 
tions, the most active in bookstore sales are charted for easy study. 
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OOKSELLERS in the important 
cities presently will be informed that 
in 1929 book advertising showed a 
substantial increase over the preceding year 
in the New York dailies and an alarming 
decrease in most of the newspapers else- 
where. A situation, 
which last year be- 
came a major issue 
in the relations be- 
tween publishers 
and many booksell- 
ers, threatens to be 
aggravated when 
the figures for 1929 
are computed. 

Yet the condition 
is neither unsound 
nor especially §seri- 
ous. The remedy— 
if one is needed— 
demands a_ return 
to principles which 
the book business 
has discarded. Obvi- 
ously, most publish- 
ers would be de- 
lighted to advertise 
constantly in all 
the logical news- 
papers if they could 
sell enough books to 
justify the expendi- 
ture. But it cannot 
be done until fewer 
books are published 
and more retailers sell them. 

The greatly increased number of books 
has created an economic condition with 
enormous disadvantages. By publishing 
twice as many books, the retailer and pub- 
lisher can increase their volume, without 
necessarily increasing their net profit. The 
bookseller, called upon to handle a greater 
number of titles, buys fewer of each. Week 
after week in most publishing houses, the 
question arises of advertising in Boston, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, the coast cities and

elsewhere. And with the exception of the big 
sellers, the advertising manager finds that 
his sales per book in these territories do not 
provide sufficient advertising funds to use 
any space at all for his second line titles. 

The publisher with 150 new books may 
conceivably get a 
large volume of 
business in every 
city. The local re- 
tailers, having pur- 
chased a lot of 
books, feel that ad- 
vertising should fol- 
low. Yet those 150 
titles, published at 
intervals over sev- 
eral months, have a 
ghastly habit of dis- 
sipating a mythical — 
advertising allow- 
ance almost before 
it is created. 

In a city support- 
ing fifteen booksell- 
ers, the publisher 
usually finds that 
half his titles have 
an average local dis- 
tribution of 45 cop- 
ies, or an advertis- 
ing allowance per 
title of approxi- 
mately $5.00. Pro- 
rated he probably 
has spent many 
times that amount on his local advance 
work and general listings. If all those books 
with the $5.00 allowance were published 
simultaneously, they would provide a sum 
for a sizeable newspaper announcement. 
But they aren’t. Sometimes they are 
tacked on to the advertising of more popu- 
lar books. Usually these $5.00 items pro- 
duce the funds expended for magazine ad- 
vertising and other national promotion 
efforts in an attempt to help all booksell- 
ers equally and to catch the individual or 
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a group somewhere, who will start a book 
selling. | 

Further, the thousands of titles which 
the bookseller buys in ones, twos and 
threes, do not have the same chance today 
of building up a local advertising budget 
that they had five years ago particularly 
with advertising rates mounting to huge 
figures. ‘Then, with fewer titles, the pub- 
lisher could reasonably expect reorders for 
his weaker books, and as these reorders 
materialized, they automatically made 
funds available for the city or town that 
produced them. So that, week after week, 
the second line books created the appropria- 
tion which made possible the consistent and 
voluminous advertising in all the large 
centers. Today, those one-two-three books 
are so seldom reordered and die so soon, 
that there is simply a grand procession of 
new books making way for newer books, 
and only a comparatively few of them 
ever justify the efforts of publisher and 
bookseller. 

Nearly as much initial advertising is 
placed today in Boston, Philadelphia, and 
Chicago as ever before. But the sales that 
warrant continuing that advertising locally 
do not ensue, even though the booksellers’ 
volume of sales and the publishers’ volume 
of sales are greater. What made the ad- 
vertising lineage so large previously was 
continuing the advertising of a book with 
the funds produced by reorders for that 
book. 

There are too many books. The book- 
seller, having sold the two copies he pur- 
chased and confronted with the problem 
of reordering that title or stocking a new 
one, stocks the new. A few years back 
he would have bought originally five or 
ten copies, reordered ten or even twenty- 
five and given the publisher an opportunity 
to do something about the book locally. 

While the steadily diminishing volume 
of local advertising, outside of New York, 
is lamentable, it indicates neither a lessen- 
ing of cooperation on the publisher’s part 
or any apparent shrinkage in his national 
advertising expenditure. Whatever the 
publisher has “saved” locally, he has spent 
nationally, and a great deal more. The 
list of magazines he employs is increasing 


constantly. Rates are rising rapidly. The 
Saturday Review, Atlantic, Bookman, 
Harpers, Scribners, Mercury, Forum, 
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Golden Book, Review of Reviews, World's 
Work, Outlook, North American Review, 
Current History, Yale Review, Nation, 
New Republic are some of the periodicals 
circulating nationally, which feature books, 
penetrate every community and carry a 
large volume of book advertising. ‘The 
vastly increased number of titles obviously 
makes it imperative for the publisher to 
use more media of national appeal, and 
with a high proportion of readers reason- 
ably likely to be bookish. Juvenile maga- 
zines, booksellers’ own periodicals, and cat- 
alogs are used more lavishly, with the trend 
toward national circulations. 

And at the head of the list of national 
magazines in the book field belongs the 
New York Times Book Review. Again, 
the deluge of books has helped to swell 
the advertising columns of the Times. All 
the $5.00 appropriations, utterly useless 
elsewhere, enable the publisher to make up 
large space units and to announce all his 
books to the largest single market. 

Probably 20% of all the money spent 
to advertise trade books is spent in the 
Times Book Review. It is wrong to regard 
the tremendous expenditure as New York 
City advertising. It isn’t. Nor is it in- 
tended to be. Year after year, book adver- 
tisers who invite direct response, find that 
replies to their advertising in the Times 
Book Review are as national—and as inter- 
national—as those from any magazine. It 
is an astounding fact that on keyed book 
advertising the Times Book Review con- 
sistently produces a greater response from 
most states in the Union than the book 
pages of the leading papers produce in their 
own states. The Times Book Review must 
not be regarded as a New York advertis- 
ing medium, or dismissed as of little help 
to booksellers outside of the New York 
area. The bookseller who accepts as help- 
ful to himself, all the national magazines 
listed previously can accept the Times Book 
Review as equally helpful. Because, aston- 
ishing as it may seem, the Sunday Times 
has as large a circulation as (if not larger 
than) those magazines in practically every 
city and state from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific. 

The Herald Tribune’s admirable Books 
is also national in scope, increasing con- 
stantly in power and responsiveness, and 
cannot be consigned in its influence to a 
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restricted local area. Whatever concen- 
tration the publishers practice in the Times 
and the Herald Tribune is concentration 
on known book buyers—not upon a geo- 
graphical center. The bookseller who does 
not number among his customers subscrib- 
ers to either or both of these newspapers 
is rare. The Publishers’ Dream is a book 
supplement to the Sunday Chicage Tri- 
bune. May it be soon! 

The large volume of advertising in the 
other New York dailies is justified because 
it sells books—lots of them. New York is 
a good book town, fortunately. It has 
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several hundred stores where books may 
be bought. Books are important to the 
newspapers, and advertising has a chance 
to succeed. But the publishers are totally 
unbiased. They will spend their adver- 
tising dollars wherever book buyers will 
respond. 

So called concentration of advertising is 
not in anv sense discrimination against any 
bookseller, newspaper or city. In fact, it is 
not concentration at all but national circu- 
lation. And the wise bookseller is the one 
who, to quote Dr. Hugh Baker, “keys his 
store into that campaign.” 


Efficient Book Distribution

NYTHING that will increase the 

net profits of both the publishers and 

retailers will be of benefit to the 
booktrade. Everyone agrees that the book 
business is in a healthy condition but that 
we would not object to some more busi- 
ness. Before entering a discussion of this 
kind the writer would like to state that 
this article will eliminate at the start any 
discussion of the book clubs for the simple 
reason that the booksellers have demon- 
strated that they can do nothing about 
them. Also the booksellers cannot bring 
about a reduction in the number of titles 
published, nor can the publishers. Also 
there is no likelihood that the gross mar- 
gin in the book retailing will become over 
40%. In fact, there is a strong indication 
that the discount will be pegged at this 
figure. 

Where can improvement come most 
easily? ‘The answer is in more efficient 
distribution. ‘This is at present the neck 
of the bottle. Books not displayed on the 
counters and shelves of stores are not sold. 
Customers want books, not promises of 
future delivery. The few, large, efficient 
bookstores are not a problem. They will 
always keep in stock books that sell. In 
addition they are ususally located where 
salesmen from publishers can call frequent- 
ly. The problem of the book business is 


the retailers that are located away from 
the large centres of population. There are 
a few bookstores of great efficiency and 
power in these localities and these exist 
because some potentially great merchant is 
interested in books. 

It might be of interest to compare book 
distribution to magazine distribution. 
There are certain lessons that can be 
learned by the booktrade from this rival 
for the attention of the reading public. 
First of all let us agree that the businesses 
are different, that books cannot be sold 
as magazines—the Literary Guild not- 
withstanding—and that magazines carry 
paid advertising. ‘The first lesson to be 
learned from magazine distribution is that 
the magazine sales are handled by a few 
agencies. Here in Wichita we deal with 
only four companies. This makes distri- 
bution simpler. 

Why should it be that a retailer of 
books need to see representatives from so 
many houses ? 

The next lesson from the magazine dis- 
tribution is that the distributing agencies 
presuppose that the dealer has no intelli- 
gence, and that he is not enterprising 
enough even to use the telephone to get 
more magazines. At least once a week 
each agent checks each stand to see what 
magazines are running low and what sur- 
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plus, if any, is on hand. The proprietor 
of the stand is never asked how many he 
wishes—more magazines are brought with- 
out asking. Also if a magazine doesn’t 
sell at one shop it soon stops coming. 
Magazine distribution is a marvel of effici- 
ency. The fact that magazines are return- 
able is only an incident. No publisher can 
afford many returns. They average less 
than 5% and in some instances like Liberty 
I understand the returns have been only a 
little over 1% with an increasing circula- 
tion. 

“This is all well and good,” says the 
patient reader, “But what has this to do 
with selling more books at a profit?” 

The trouble with book distribution is 
that it supposes the book dealers to be both 
good merchants and good book men. This 
is a hard combination as is testified by the 
few really outstanding bookstores. This 
is not intended as general disparagement. 
Good merchants are rare and they can 
make more money in other fields of busi- 
ness. In order to secure better merchandis- 
ing of books it will be necessary to have a 
system of distribution that will insure ade- 
quate representation in most of the stores 
in the country. In addition it will require 
a method that will keep wanted books on 
the shelves of booksellers and not wanted 
books off the shelves. 

I do not believe in the consignment sys- 
tem of business as now practiced. ‘The 
only books a dealer can get on sale are 
those that won’t sell in his shop anyway. 
It is a bad practice. One place where our 
present philosophy of distribution of books 
is at fault is in assuming that unless a 
dealer has an investment he will not push 
an article. Who ever heard of a dealer los- 
ing money through markdowns on Camp- 
bell’s Soup which is visible in every grocery 
store in America? You can see windows 
of cigarettes yet dealers are not faced with 
losses. You also see windows full of maga- 
zines and dealers have no money at stake. 


The Plan 


Here is plan which I am putting out for 
discussion and which seems to solve some 
of the problems. It is not a Utopia. It 
presupposes that both the dealer is a human 
being and that the publisher is one as well. 
It also presupposes that there will be oc- 
casions where one of them will not play 
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the game entirely fairly with the other. 

First, the publishers will go to dealers 
with this proposition, that the retailer, in 
conjunction with the representative of the 
publisher, will decide which books on the 
list he will stock during the current sea- 
son. His initial purchase will be an out- 
right purchase. 

Next they agree to this. Namely, that 
the retailer will furnish by mail every 
week or two weeks a list of stock on 
hand in these books that he has agreed to 
stock. The publisher then will from the 
stock list of the dealer send further 
stock in such quantities as the publisher 
thinks the account can use. The retailer 
can suggest certain quantities but the pub- 
lisher will decide the quantities. 

Every three months or six months the 
retailer can return at the publishers’ ex- 
pense (the bookseller having paid the trans- 
portation out) any copies of books which 
have not sold during the previous three 
or six months as many copies as are on 
hand at the end of the period. 

The first difficulty is that dealers will 
not furnish stock lists. This can be solved 
by cutting discounts or withdrawing return 
privileges if they do not send the list. The 
worst that can happen to the dealer is to 
be back on the basis he was before. 

The publishers can see a few faults in 
this proposal. ‘The first is that dealers will 
send back stock in order to lighten inven- 
tories. This is prevented by the provision 
that only books that have to be accepted 
for credit are those that have not sold as 
many copies during the previous six or 
three months as are on hand. Even this 
will bring some chance for beating the 
game by slick dealers. ‘The publisher al- 
ways has the chance to cut off the return 
privilege by refusing to continue with the 
agreement at the expiration of the term. 

Advantages of this plan or one similar. 

a. It will give the small dealer the same 
reorder facilities as the large. 

b. It will keep important books in stock 
through the country. 

c. It will permit the establishment of 
book departments in stores where there are 
now no bood departments. 

d. It will eliminate the present waste of 
having books that are enjoying a nation- 
wide sale stopped because of the fear of 
markdowns. 
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How to Increase the Sales of a 
Retail Book Shop

Y article must of necessity be di- 

vided into three subdivisions. I 

shall call the first, Improvements 
by self-help on the part of the bookseller; 
the second, Co-operation between book- 
seller and publisher; and the third, means 
by which the publisher can help the retail 
bookseller. 


First: A retail bookshop in order to 
obtain the maximum trade of the com- 
munity in which it is located, must first 
of all be so arranged that customers as 
well as salespeople will be able to find those 
books for which there is demand. It is, 
therefore, of prime importance that the 
customers be familiarized with shop ar- 
rangement. A shop should be made as at- 
tractive as possible—in other words, it 
should have a bookish atmosphere, but this 
need not be carried to the extreme. There 
should be tables and comfortable chairs 
so as to encourage browsers. Good lights 
and proper lighting are of great im- 
portance. A daily short book is of prime 
importance, especially for those booksellers 
who like ourselves are far from the pub- 
lishing houses, and the list of the best 
sellers should be checked at the same time. 
Business can be further improved by 
special instruction of the sales force by 
having store meetings and by attendance 
of literary lectures and sales talks when- 
ever such opportunities offer themselves. 
The addition of a rare book and first edi- 
tion section as well as the carrying of such 
lines as will not conflict with the atmos- 
phere of a real bookshop, are an additional 
help; under the latter come such things 
as exclusive stationery, fountain pens, fine 
leather goods as well as greeting cards, 
with special stress on Christmas cards and 
accessories. I have found that it pays very 
well to feature the new dollar books, such 
as the Grosset reprints and the Star 


books; a great many additional sales can 
be made displaying these books prominently 
and calling attention to their cheap price. 

Second: In regard to the second division 
of this article I advise my fellow book- 
sellers to use to the fullest extent all of 
the sales helps such as posters and the 
special display material so lavishly fur- 
nished by some publishers but alas, not at 
all by others. It is advisable to tie up 
what advertising a bookshop wishes to do, 
with local book reviews and lectures and 
to work hand in hand with such of the 
local clubs as are interested in literature. 
A still unexploited field in most sections 
of the country is group advertising by way 
of radio, in the expense of which book- 
sellers and publishers should share alike. 
Apropos ot advertising I should like to 
say that I consider general advertising 
without tie-up an absolute loss. 


I sincerely hope that the publishers will 
pay some attention to the third part of 
this article. The greatest handicap to ef- 
ficient bookselling on the Pacific coast is 
the almost complete lack of proper book 
distribution. With the exception of a few 
progressive book publishing houses there is 
absolutely no distributing center west of 
Chicago. 

All the other lines of merchandise 
have found it necessary to have at least 
one such center on the Pacific coast and 
if the booksellers of the coast wish to keep 
forging ahead, then we must insist that we 
receive better help from the publishers 
than we have had heretofore. The present 
system of distribution is not only anti- 
quated but is also frightfully inadequate 
and very costly. Eastern booksellers can 
have no conception of the enormous sums 
paid annually by the booksellers of the 
west, far west and Pacific coast for trans- 
port of books. 
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Displays on architectural books have current news interest. New 
York stores, even in the high pressure of the Christmas season, seized 
upon the opportunity to display the notable pictures that are a 
feature of Hugh Ferris’ volume, “The Metropolis of Tomorrow.”

Is There a Changing Trend in 
Christmas Buying? 


Alfred E. Knight 
Smith & Butterfield Co., Evansville, Ind. 


HE tumult and the shouting having 

died down, we pause to look over 

our shelves—some full, others empty 

or depleted—and we are amazed at the 

changing trend in Christmas buying in 

Evansville. So much so that we are 

wondering if this is a local condition or 

if other booksellers throughout the country 

have experienced the same trend in their 
locality. 

In other years we have sold most 

heavily of the old time and much-loved 

favorites such as “Kidnapped,” “Treasure 


Island,” “Little Women,” “Alice in 


Wonderland,” “Heidi,” ‘“Grimm’s” and 
“Andersen’s Fairy Tales” and others in 
that class in all editions from the modest 
fifty cent issues to the more sumptuous 
two-fifty and three-fifty books. This year, 
while we have sold some of all these 
books we are just a little staggered at the 
number left on our hands after the rush 
while other types of books which hitherto 
did not have such a ready sale have moved 
quickly and in some cases have had to be 
re-ordered during the rush period. I refer 
to new copyright books by new authors 
and with new illustrators like the Mukerji 
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titles, the aviation books by Covington 
Clarke, “Hitty— Her First Hundred 
Years,” “Number Seven Joy Street,” the 
one-fifty and two dollar books for boys and 
girls not in series, and many other similar 
books. 

We did not experience any special re- 
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session of buying children’s books this year 
over other years as might have been ex- 
pected because of the slight tightening of 
the spending power of the public, but our 
surprises have been in the character of the 
books purchased rather than in their cost 
price to the buyer. 


L. B. Herr & Son Celebrate 
Fiftieth Anniversary 


HE firm of L. B. Herr & Son, Sta- 
tioners, Booksellers, Printers, cele- 
brated their fiftieth anniversary dur- 

ing the first week of December with the 
holiday opening of their Children’s De- 
partment. The new children’s section is 
on the second floor 
of the building into 
which the store has 
grown from its begin- 
ning in a little room 
in Orange Street. In 
this first small space, 
L. B. Herr, who is 
still actively in charge 
of the business at 
eighty, established the 
firm which is today 
one of the nation’s 
oldest bookstores. 

After having worked 
as an apprentice in 
the stationery shop 
of Harry Herr, a rel- 
ative, L. B. Herr 
decided to open his 
own shop in Orange 
Street. For years he 
had been interested 
in music and _ sing- 
ing societies, and his first business venture 
was in selling pianos, organs and musical 
instruments. After four very successful 
years, he moved to the Wickersham Build- 
ing which at the time housed the Inquirer, 
Lancaster’s local paper. For twenty-three 
years Herr stayed at this address, first in 
a single room, but later requiring addi- 
tional space for his newly acquired print- 
shop. At this time he dropped the musical 
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instruments, and the business was given 
over entirely to stationery, printing and 
books. 

Again the business needed space and a 
new location was found at Geisenberger 
Building in North Queen Street. Here 
the printing business 
was expanded, and 
Herr built his own 
printshop. ‘The next 
move was made after 
eight years when the 
building in which the 
store is now ‘located 
was purchased. Here 
ample room was 
found for the book 
and stationery busi- 
ness as well as the 
printshop. ‘Today 
the stock includes a 
complete line of office 
and business equip- 
ment. 

In 1920 the busi- 
ness was incorporated 
making the founder 
and three of his sons 
directors. One of 
these sons, Eugene 
Herr, is one of the best-known booksellers 
in the country. He served for two years 
as president of the American Booksellers’ 
Association. 

The firm is today as active and progres- 
sive as it has been over its long period of 
growth and with its newest department 
for children complete and attractive in 
every detail it looks forward to even 
greater advancement in 1930. 
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New Methods for Sales and Royalty 
Analysis and Inventory Control 


William S. Thompson 
Sales Manager of G. P. Putnam’s Sons 


OR a number of years the Bureau of 
Census at Washington has been mak- 
ing use of tabulating equipment and 
punched card methods for accumulating 
statistics. Similar equipment was installed 
recently by G. P. Putnam’s Sons, for use 
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as new methods in connection with analysis 
of sales and royalties and for control of 
inventories. 

The heading shown on the card _ illus- 
trated below indicates the nature of the 
data obtained. 
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quantities, has been made the basis of a 
series of codes. Cards are machine punched 
from sales invoices and other coded origi- 
nal data. 

The punched holes in the card above 
represent the following information: 

Sale on December 23, 1929, billed on 
invoice no. 85632, to customer 1076, class 
9; sold by salesman number 3; customer 
located in Portland, Oregon; author 161, 
Emil Ludwig, book number 5, “July ’14;” 
royalty class 1, domestic; publication class 
5, biography; 250 copies for $875.00; de- 
partment number 5. 

The punched cards are accumulated for 
the month and sorted by machine at the 
rate of four hundred per minute. ‘The 
sorted cards are then machine tabulated 
to produce the information required. In 
this manner monthly reports of sales by 


distribution may be secured. Reports of 
sales by titles and by royalty class are 
similarly obtained. 

Inventory control is maintained through 
the use of balance cards, together with 
printing and binding cards. Inventory ad- 
ditions are representated by positive figures 
and withdrawals by figures punched in 
complement. Weekly inventory reports 
are obtained on current publications, and 
complete monthly tabulations on the full 
list. 

In addition to the above applications, 
the tabulating equipment is being used for 
voucher distribution, and cost of sales 
analysis. The chief advantage of punched 
card methods lies in the ease and accuracy 
with which a vast amount of detail may 
properly be segregated and the resulting 
reports made currently available.

Prosperity 


HE steadily developing prosperity of 

the book business, which began seven 

or eight years ago, and the growing 
market for new varieties of books has led 
inevitably to an increasing diversity of 
titles each year, and the totals of book 
production, as far as the records of new 
titles are an indication, have shown a 
steady upward slant year by year. 

This growth seemed to reach almost a 
climax in 1929 with a jump in the figures 
that is considerably more than in previous 
years. In new titles alone as recorded in 
the Publishers’ Weekly there has been an 
increase over 1928 from 7,614 to 8,342, 
or 728 titles. The increase of new edi- 
tions from 1,562 to 1,845, or 283 titles, 
a total increase of 1,011 titles, or 11% 
and total number of new enterprises 10,- 
187, the first time that the totals have 
broken through to five figures. ‘This may 
be compared with the figures for a year 
ago of Great Britain, which were 14,399 
and will probably exceed 15,000 this year. 

Of this increase of 1,011 titles, Fiction, 
now 2,142, supplies 339, or approximately 
one-third of the total. Children’s books 
showed the next largest increase, adding 
183 new titles and reaching a total of 
931. Biography had been rapidly growing 
in the last few years, and this year has 
gone from 696 to 738. This is double 
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the number of biographical titles that were 
listed in 1921. 

There is a very appreciable increase in 
what might be called the scientific litera- 
ture, for example, 96 new titles in Educa- 
tion, 94 in Medicine, 55 in Technical 
Books, 44 in Philosophy, 41 in Business 
Books, 15 in Science, 15 in Philology. 
The only reductions of any consequence 
are Sociology 49, History 23, Geography 
and Travel 30, Agricultural 27. 

It is interesting to compare the 
totals with the book year of 1921, when 
the new confidence of the trade first began 
to get under way. Fiction in these eight 
years has increased over 100%, Juveniles 
approximately 80%, Biography 100%, 
History has decreased by 40%, Religion 
has increased by 35%, Poetry and Drama 
has increased by 40%, Fine Arts have 
stayed constant. 

Statistics as to how many copies of these 
books are sold cannot be so readily obained, 
but the government takes a biennal census, 
and the totals for 1929 will be gathered 
during the next few months. ‘The figures 
released last year were for 1927 and 
showed a very healthy growth, indeed. 


Selling What You Know 


N book stores as in grocery stores, it is 
often a good habit for the salesman 
to fainiliarize himself with the flavor 

of the things he is selling, as his sales 
vocabulary under such encouragement in- 
creases in vividness and effectiveness. It is 
with that in mind that publishers so often 
send out samples in advance to those who 
are known to have wide influence at the 
actual point of sale. , 

It can be pointed out with equal 
emphasis that it would be well for the 
bookseller to understand the games that 
the public is playing, in order that the 
public may continue to turn to bookstores 
for ideas for their diversions. The huge 
sale of cross-word puzzle books was un- 
doubtedly helped on by the fact that there 
were few book salesmen who had not al- 
ready tried out the game and knew its 
fascination. And the same might be said 
of anagrams. Our advice to the salesman 
would be, “If you haven’t tried anagrams, 
do it now and see just where the fun 
lies.” 
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This effective new reminder that books are 
an essential item in the family budget for 
1930 has been mailed to bookstores on the 
N. A. B. P. mailing list. Post it immedi- 
ately and let it help you accent the idea of 
year-round book-buying. Miniatures of the 
sign, 3% by 5%, in black and vivid red, 
make attractive enclosures for January ist 
mailings. The N. A. B. P. can supply 
booksellers with quantities up to two hun- 
dred gratis, additional hundreds at seventy- 
five cents each. 


Authors and Their Copyrights 


HE recent action of the Authors’ 

League in requesting magazine pub- 

lishers to copyright all contributions 
in the author’s name has brought about a 
great deal of discussion in the magazine 
field, and the interest is reflected among 
book publishers. The action of the au- 
thors was taken because of the increasing 
difficulty in protecting their rights and also 
because the magazine publishers, through 
their association, have been opposing the 
authors’ move toward a better copyright 
law which would give them an improved 
title to their creative work. Magazine 
material has been usually copyrighted ir 
the name of the publisher, and the au- 
thors now insist that every article shall 
be copyrighted under the name of the au- 
thor, and this to be indicated either on 
the title-page of the magazine or by a 
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line at the foot of the page containing the 
contribution. ‘The authors believe this to 
be particularly important now, in order 
that they may not only have complete con- 
trol of their property for selling subsidiary 
rights but also because, unless their product 
is in their own name, they cannot claim 
exemption from paying the state income 
tax. 

The resolution declares that “The 
members of the Authors’ Guild go on 
record as approving the Order in Council 
of October 10th providing that members 
of the Guild, in selling material to maga- 
zines, request magazine publishers to pub- 
lish their serials, short stories and articles 
with legal copyright notice in the author’s 
name, and that members be instructed to 
notify the Guild Council (the Authors’ 
Guild is a section of the The Authors’ 
League) of each and every refusal on the 
part of any magazine to comply with this 
request, so that the Guild may be in a 
position to inform its members accurately 
as to which magazines purchase first mag- 
azine publication rights and which maga- 
zines while seeming to purchase only first 
magazine publication rights, actually pur- 
chase all rights by failing to protect other 
rights by copyright.” 

The book publishers are interested in 
this action because in many cases they are 
publishers of magazines and also _be- 
cause if copyright other than magazine 
rights are not carefully protected their 
own conditions of operating are insecure, 
and valuable property is jeopardized. 


The More Serious Books 


HE tendency in the last few pub- 

lishing seasons to find wider demand 

for books of serious interest seems 
likely to increase in the year just ahead. 
There have been a number of books in 
science, philosophy, education, etc., that 
had a good start during the last year, and 
it would seem a:good plan for booksellers 
to keep this tendency in mind in their 
buying and search out for titles that could 
be developed to popular sale. Books of a 
provocative intellectual nature such as 
those of Eddington and Dewey must 
be classed with solid reading, but it’s solid 
reading the public seems very much in- 
clined to undertake for 1930. 
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A New “Index’’ 


HE editorial page of the Man- 

chester Guardian takes up the dis- 

cussion of book clubs and deprecates 
this new restraining influence on people’s 
reading. 

“The Book Society, whose claims were 
set forth by Hugh Walpole in a letter 
which we published last week, need not be 
surprised if the attention it attracts is not 
altogether adulatory. It widely adver- 
tises the names of five authors, and an- 
nounces that this “selection committee’ is 
prepared to help other people to choose 
their reading, provided that the other peo- 
ple agree to purchase once a month one 
of the books which these five authors rec- 
ommend. It is permissible to ask how these 
five came to think that such a society was 
needed. Did Hugh Walpole feel himself 
incapable of choosing his own reading? 
Surely not, since he is prepared to give 
advice to others. It was for the judgment 
of others, not for his own, that he felt 
an Olympian pity. If, as Mr. Walpole 
claims, a large number of people have al- 
ready shown that they are ready to have 
their reading thus controlled, we can but 
deplore the difidence which they do not 
share with the selection committee. ‘The 
lack of this diffidence in individual read- 
ers in the past has enabled many a writer 
to live long before he had attained any 
largely remunerative success. Readers are 
as important as writers, and the tendency 
of the Book Society must be to foster 
community reading at the expense of that 
individual adventuring which allowed the 
man who discovered an author for himself 
to feel that, though he might be in a 
minority, it was one ‘that held a proxy 
for posterity.’ 

“The individual might be mistaken, but, 
for the book he had chosen, he was a good 
reader. The Book Society seeks to in- 
crease the numbers of those who are con- 
tent to let others choose for them. This 
is altogether undesirable, quite apart from 
the doubtful modesty of claiming such a 
monopoly of judgment. Further, if a man 
buys a book, it usually means that he must 
leave another unbought, so that the pre- 
scription of some books can only mean the 
proscription of others. We do not wel- 
come this new form of Index.” 
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As to Business Books 


UTH LEIGH’S article in the Pud- 
lishers’ Weekly of November 9, on 
“Selling Business Books” which 

pointed out that there are many opportuni- 
ties in this field for the average bookstore, 
has brought to us several letters of inquiry 
and comment. The Dixie Business Shop 
in New York, which is probably the coun- 
try’s leading specialist in business books, 
believes that no dealer without a special 
training can give adequate service in such 
a highly technical field. We are inclined 
to agree with Mr. Smithley, the pro- 
prietor of this famous institution, and we 
are glad that the country has in his store 
a highly developed specialty shop. At the 
same time, the general bookstore is called 
upon to serve its community in many ways, 
and without being a specialist in any field, 
it handles books on religion, technology, 
aviation, art, etc., in each case without 
being technically trained in any of those 
arts. But, as we have said, Mr. Smithley 
is a specialist and his argument is of great 
interest. He says in part: 

“Through The Dixie Business Book 
Shop there has been sold more than a 
million dollars worth of business books. 
The ability to sell these books lies in a 
distinct economic training; an ability to 
evaluate any theory advanced or practical 
suggestion made; previous experience in 
finance; a complete knowledge of the 
trend of business; and many more indi- 
vidual factors which are evoluted from 
knowledge gained by years of experience 
as well as teaching. 

“No general dealer and certainly no 
clerk could intelligently stock these books. 
Shibley’s “New Way to Net Profits” was 
fundamental at a certain period but just 
at this moment the old way is back with 
us. The greatest of sales in 1919 and 
early 1920 was in books relating to for- 
eign trade. If the general dealer had not 
been able to sense the coming débacle as 
indicated by the foreign exchange condi- 
tion at that time and had “stocked” books 
he would have eventually junked them at 
complete loss. During the past two years 
Common Stocks and Investment Trusts 
were the emphatic points but what they 
will be a year from now....! 

“To sell a book to a business man the 
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seller must know what he is talking about 
...he must know as much or more than 
the prospective client. 

“The average dealer had better refrain 
from ‘stocking’ too many business books, 
for in spite of Miss Leigh such are a 
‘specialized market.’ ” 


Heated Discussion Continues 


HE discussion of whether or not 
the Dakin life of Mrs. Eddy shall 
be deposed from its place on the 
book counters is increasing and the refer- 
ences to it are constantly appearing in the 
press. As the story about the banning of 
the book at Lord & Taylor’s, the big New 
York department store, has been several 
times repeated, the Publishers’ Weekly has 
checked with the president of that firm 
as to what actually happened. Mr. Rey- 
burn says that “the book was stocked in 
August and pushed as the biography of the 
month but didn’t sell rapidly. For that 
reason we did not expect to reorder. About 
November ist a number of complaints 
from individual customers were received. 
There were none from officials of the 
Church, and there were no threats. For 
these reasons it was business-like to with- 
draw the book from conspicuous display. 
Only one other complaint came two days 
later from a young lady. Finding the 
book available, she refused it unless it was 
displayed on the table with the rapidly 
selling biographies. ‘The newspapers car- 
ried this story erroneously, stating that 
we had banned the book. The articles 
published about the matter seemed to be 
good advertising. Hence the demand for 
the book has increased. Also the publish- 
ers of the life of Mrs. Eddy approved by 
the Church has been offered through the 
book channels on a_ business-like basis. 
Both this and Mr. Dakin’s book are now 
carried in the department and sell fairly 
well.” 

The New York Evening World ex- 
presses the general attitude of the press 
in saying that “Bookshops are filled with 
books that are highly controversial ; filled 
with books written to attack various re- 
ligions and schools of political or economic 
thought. It would be a tragic thing for 
the bookseller if all Fundamentalists 
threatened to withdraw patronage from 
any shop handling a book favoring

Modernism or if the Modernists were to 
attempt to exclude books favorable to 
Fundamentalism. The ultimate result 
would be disastrous both to literature and 
the book business. We have no views on 
Mr. Dakin’s book, nor on that which is 
recommended as the authentic biography 
of Mrs. Eddy by the Christian Science 
Board. But we claim the right to read 
either or both and the right to purchase.” 


When Is a “Special Price” 
Not Special? 


HE Federal Tax Commission, in its 
war upon all fraudulent and mislead- 
ing advertising and selling through 
misrepresentation, has prohibited certain 
sales methods of the David B. Clarkson 
Co., of Chicago, which sells books at retail. 

In its statement of December 11th, the 
Commission says: 

“Typical of the practices charged against 
this company is the representation that 
the regular price of the ‘New Pictorial 
Atlas of the World’ is $8.50, although a 
‘special offer’ of the book in art craft 
binding is made at $2.98 and in cloth 
binding at $1.98. 

“The Commission found no regular 

price of the atlas, and the principal sale 
other than through this company was 
through canvassers and agents who sold 
it at prices ranging from $2.98 to $3.98 
but has not for the last two years sold it 
at a figure other than $1.98 for the cloth 
binding and $2.98 for the art craft bind- 
ing. 
““Clarkson’s Law and Business Cyclo- 
pedia’ was advertised as the ‘regular $5 
flexible law binding edition.’ ‘If at the 
end of five days you feel that this will be 
worth tens of dollars or hundreds of dol- 
lars yearly to you, send us our introduc- 
tory price of only $1.98 in full payment’ 
quoted the company in advertising to pro- 
spective customers, yet this book has never 
been sold at the price of $5, and $1.98 
was not a special introductory price, but 
was the respondent’s regular price.”

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The Dutton Fellowship 


HE E. P. Dutton Fellowship for 

Library Work With Children was 

announced this week at Chicago at 
the Council meeting of the American Li- 
brary Association. ‘The idea is that of 
John Macrae, president of E. P. Dutton, 
who wrote, in making this proposal to the 
Children’s Librarians’ Section, that he 
wished to name the Fellowship after Mr. 
Dutton, “from whom he had learned to 
love the publishing of children’s books.” 
Mr. Macrae is desirous of doing some- 
thing to express his appreciation of what 
is being done by the children’s librarians 
of the country and to help forward the 
ideals of the leaders of the group, by help- 
ing to train worthy successors. 

A Fellowship for a graduate student 
was decided upon rather than a scholar- 
ship for an undergraduate, and $1,000 a 
year for at least three years has been made 
available. The award will be conferred 
annually by the Committee on Library 
Work With Children of the American 
Library Association, and the sum is to be 
used for a nine months’ course of study 
in a school accredited by the American 
Library Association which offers a degree 
or diploma in the library work with 
children, or for advanced study under 
conditions studied by the applicant and ap- 
proved by the Committee. It may be given 
at the discretion of the Committee either 
for the purpose of bringing into the pro- 
fession college women who otherwise 
could not take a library school course or 
graduates of a one year library course, 
who, through advance training or research, 
would be able to make a more distinguished 
contribution to the profession. 

Mr. Macrae sailed for Europe on De- 
cember 20th, but a cable from him was 
read at the meeting when the announce- 
ment was made on December 30th. In 
planning this step, Mr. Macrae has been in 
consultation with Effe L. Power, Director 
of Work With Children at the Cleveland 
Public Library, and with Sarah C. N. 
Bogle, Assistant Executive Secretary of 
the American Library Association, and 
each detail was worked out according to 
their suggestions. A letter to Mr. Macrae 
from Linda A. Eastman, Librarian of 
Cleveland and former President of the 
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A. L. A., expresses the librarian’s apprecia- 
tion of this contribution from a publisher 
when she says, “I can’t resist writing you 
to tell you how delighted I am that you 
are doing this splendid thing. I believe 
that you are right in thinking that well- 
trained children’s librarians will do more 
than any other thing to develop future 
generations of good readers.”

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IMPORTED VS. AMERICAN 
EDITIONS 

December 14, 1929. 
Editor, Publishers’ Weekly: 

As publishers who have given in the 
past, are giving now, and will give in the 
future every possible cooperation to libra- 
ries, Frederick A. Stokes Company would 
like to state in a friendly spirit its atti- 
tude toward the importing from England 
by American libraries of books available 
and copyrighted in editions of American 
publishers. 

We know that this is being done in 
some cases and we sympathize if and 
when the English edition is definitely more 
desirable than the American edition. 

But the fact remains that importing in 
quantities of more than one copy on a 
single invoice, of books available and copy- 
righted in this country, is illegal. Admit- 
ting that the law can be and is being 
evaded, we should like to present another 
and we believe a more important reason 
why American libraries should buy the 
American edition of a book whenever pos- 
sible, 

Let us look squarely at the situation of 
the American publisher offered publication 
rights of a work published in England. 
If he considers it a good book and one 
for which there should be at least a 
moderate and permanent sale in this coun- 
try, he thinks it worthy of better treat- 
ment than the importing of a small un- 
copyrighted edition from the English pub- 
lisher; it is worthy of manufacture in this 
country in order to secure American copy- 
right protection for the author. It is then 
always available for American buyers as 
long as it remains active and is kept in 
print. 

This manufacture represents a con- 
siderable investment, and naturally the 
American publisher does not undertake it 
unless he believes in the book and believes 
it will find support here. Often it is a 
book so fine or of so special a nature that 
unless he receives a// the support of Amer- 
ican libraries, he is bound to lose money 
on it; but he undertakes it with the wish 
to serve American libraries. If the libra- 
ries gave their support all would be well, 
and the publisher, able to rely on one im- 
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portant outlet, would be encouraged more 
and more often to venture on books, both 
of fiction and non-fiction, of the quality 
that is “too good” for an assured popular 
sale but which good libraries want to offer 
their patrons. 

But sometimes the American publisher, 
having made his investment, finds the large 
American libraries importing the book in 
lots of fifty or more through English job- 
bers. If he cannot count on the legiti- 
mate support of the libraries, he must 
often decide against the wisdom of manu- 
facturing an American edition. The cum- 
ulative effect of this practice is to limit 
the number of better-class English books 
that can be made easily available in this 
country. 

As the National Association of Book 
Publishers clearly states it in a discussion 
of the subject, “if the American publisher 
has to undertake to stimulate interest in a 
book here only to have part of the 
sales go overseas, his interest in the trans- 
action must be decidedly dulled. Thus, 
in the case of books that can promise only 
moderate sale here, the English author is 
debarred from obtaining the service of an 
American publisher who in turn could 
serve the libraries and general public well 
by bringing to the attention of American 
libraries many books that might otherwise 
escape their notice.” 

We believe that many librarians under- 
standing the situation, will prefer in future 
to buy in America—not only because it is 
illegal to do otherwise, but because they 
will, in so doing, work with publishers 
for better book service here. 

We urge also that Heads of Library 
Order Departments, or library list-makers 
who find the English edition of an Ameri- 
can copyright preferable to the American 
edition, write to tell the publisher about 
it. If it is possible, he will be glad to 
bring his edition up to the mark. 

We write this letter to the Publishers’ 
Weekly not with the idea that we are 
bringing up a new subject, but with a wish 
to re-state a situation which has increased 
in importance since the discussion of it in 
1923 and 1927. '

Old and Rare Books 





COLLECTION of first editions 

of the works of Rudyard Kipling, 

the property of Solton Engel, of 
this city, comprising 198 lots, will be sold 
by the American Art Association, Ander- 
son Galleries, Inc., on January 9. The 
true first issue of the first edition of the 
- stories of “Mine Own People” contain- 
ing only five stories, published under the 
title “The Courting of Dinah Shadd,” by 
Hurst ‘and Company, of this city, in 1890, 
hitherto undescribed and unknown to bib- 
liographers, will be of special interest to 
Kipling collectors. In addition to this true 
first edition, first issue, the second issue, 
and the second edition, hitherto believed 
to be the first edition, and the true first 
authorized edition are included. ‘The sale 
will afford Kipling collectors many oppor- 
tunities, comprising as it does unrecorded 
issues and first American pirated editions. 
A hitherto undescribed first issue of Kip- 
ling’s “Collected Verse,” published by 
Doubleday, Page & Company, New York, 
1907, is an extremely rare item. The im- 
print occurs on page 367, and the index 
is tipped in. The index is described by 
Mrs, Livingston as an integral part of the 
book, and the imprint as occurring at the

end in ordinary copies. Another unusual 
item is the first poem said to appear in 
America under Kipling’s name, ““The Last 
of the Light Brigade.” ‘This is contained 
in Werner’s “Readings and Recitations,” 
No. 2, published in November, 1890. This 
catalog contains many other unusual and 
rare items and'the Kipling collector should 
add it to his bibliographical material re- 
lating to this author. 


"THE damage to important State papers 

in the executive offices on Christmas 
Eve is a reminder that many documents 
of historic interest as well as ‘of current 
use are in danger of destruction. A few 
of the most valuable are in the Library 
of Congress, as are the private papers of 
the presidents. But scattered, here and 
there, throughout Washington are records 
whose destruction would be an irreparable 
loss. ‘The New York Times pertinently 
remarks: “If properly organized the 
National archives would be of importance 
equal to the Library of Congress or a 
National Museum. ‘They would furnish 
the logical resting place 'for all documents 
pertaining to the Federal Government and 
so would form, in effect, a museum of 
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American history. What more.appropriate 
than that the President himself, whose in- 
terest in such projects has already been 
shown in his contributions to Stanford’s 
library, should give to this plan the spe- 
cial impetus that would assure its being 
carried out in accordance with the latest 
experience.” In recent years there has 
been much talk about a national archives 
building, and this last demonstration of 
its necessity should result in action. 


"THE oldest public library in Russia, that 

of the Academy of Science at Lenin- 
grad, is remarkable for its rare books and 
many manuscripts, some of which go back 
to the eleventh century. This library has 
just been holding an exhibition in com- 
memoration of its founding two centuries 
ago. Some of the manuscripts surprised 
even Russian scholars. ‘The institution of 


serfdom finds vivid reflection in some of. 


the documents which are preserved here. 
For instance, here is a formal landlord’s 
permission for the marriage of :a peasant 
girl and a receipt for three rubles, paid for 
a Tartar serf, whom the seller had pre- 
viously purchased from the Cossacks of 
the Dneiper. One prized literary curi- 
osity, said to ‘have attracted a great deal 
of attention, was an autograph of Peter 
the Great. Another extreme rarity is a 
calendar compiled by a Russian Brusoff 
and issued soon after the introduction of 
printing into Russia, said to be one of three 
known ‘copies. 


"T‘HE most valuable book sold at auc- 

tion this season in this country is Hol- 
land’s “Baziliologia,” which fetched $13,- 
ooo in the sale of the Williams library at 
the American Art Association, Anderson 
Galleries, Inc., in early November. The 
London Times calls attention to the fact 
that this volume, once owned by Sir 
Thomas Brooke, was sold at Sotheby’s De- 
cember 15, 1920, and was purchased by 
Messrs. Ellis for £590. In the intervening 
years it has more than quadrupled in com- 
mercial value. The Brooke copy has been 
described as “probably the finest copy 
known,” lacking only one plate, that of 
Anne Boleyn, which is in facsimile, to 
make ‘it perfect. Not one of the ten copies 
is in the original binding; no two are 
alike; and none can ‘be considered com- 
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plete. In fact what constitutes a perfect 
copy cannot be definitely stated. 


"T HE current catalog (No. 9), “First 
Editions and Rare Books,” of the 
Pegasus Book Shop, Inc., of this city, con- 
tinues to give special attention to the first 
editions of .American authors. Some of 
the rarer items include George W. Cable’s 
“Old Creole Days,” 1879, $40; Cooper’s 
“The Deer-slayer,” 2 \vols., 1841, $550; 
Emerson’s “Essays,” 1841, $275; Frost’s 
“North of Boston,” 1914, $90; Hearn’s 
“Some Chinese Ghosts,” 1887, $125; 
Holmes’s “Autocrat of the Breakfast 
Table,” large paper copy, 1859, $130; 
Irving’s “Astoria,” 2 vols., 1832, $75; 
Longfellow’s ‘“Outre-Mer,”’ 2 vols., 
1833-34, $900; same author, “Voices of 
the Night,” 1839, $275; Lowell’s “A 
Fable for Critics,’ 1848, $100; and 
Thoreau’s “A Week on the Concord and 
Merrimac River,” 1849, $375. 


COLLECTORS of Americana will find 

many items of rarity and interest in 
the current catalog of Bernard Quaritch, 
Ltd., of London. For instance, there is 
a set of De Bry’s “Collection of Voyages,” 
r1 vols., folio, Frankfort, 1590-1634, said 
to be the most complete set listed for 
years, priced at £1,250. Other items in- 
clude Evans’s “A Map of Pensilvania,” 
etc., 1752, second edition, £84; Keith’s 
“Truths Advanced In the Correction of 
Many Gross & Hurtful Errors” etc., New 
York, 1694, printed by William Bradford, 
£325; William Penn’s “Some Account of 
the Province of Pennsilvania in America,” 
etc., London, 1681, £160; and Water- 
house’s “A Declaration of the State of the 
Colony and Affaires in Virginia,” etc., 
London, 1622, £200. Many of the items 
of Americana listed here seldom appear in 
auction or booksellers’ catalogs. 


A GROUP of rare manuscripts of 

Thomas Carlyle, including portions of 
original drafts of some of his more im- 
portant works, have recently arrived here 
from London, according to Ernest Dressel 
North, who purchased the collection. Man- 
uscripts of Carlyle’s major works are espe- 
cially valuable, because, although there are 
many of his original letters in public and 
private collections, he was careless with 
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his notes, original drafts and manuscripts. 
The collection purchased by Mr. North 
includes a portion of the manuscript of 
Cromwell’s Letters and Speeches.” All 
are in ink, in Carlyle’s small, regular and 
delicate handwriting, with comparatively 
few corrections. 


FOR more than ten years, there has 

been no book auction house in Bos- 
ton nor in New England. Frank J. 
Wilder of Wilder’s Bookshop, :28 Warren 
Avenue, Somerville, is now starting out to 
fill this need and his first catalog is now 


ready. 


A NOVEL experiment is reported from 

Washington. Alkaline washers to 
scrub the air admitted to library stack- 
rooms are being recommended by the 
Bureau of Standards for localities where 
air is polluted by industrial fumes. In 
searching for means to preserve publica- 
tions, bureau representatives recently in- 
spected the New York Public Library, the 
University of Pennsylvania and Academy 
of Natural Science libraries, and the law 
libraries of the Philadelphia Law Associa- 
tion and Pennsylvania State Bar Associa- 
tion. Microscopic study is now being 
made of deteriorated books and paper lent 
by the University of Pennsylvania. A 
combined investigation by the Atlantic Re- 
fining Company and the university botany 
department showed a range in sulpher 
dioxide in the air in the University Botani- 
cal Gardens. A proportion of one part 
sulpher dioxide to 30,000 parts of air has 
been known to destroy some forms of vega- 
tation, the bureau points out. 


"THE autograph of George Washington, 

who endowed Augusta Academy, 
which became Washington and Lee Uni- 
versity, is inscribed in one of four volumes 
recently turned over to the university li- 
brary at Lexington, Virginia. Washing- 
ton’s autograph is found on the first page 
of Small’s “The Beauties of Johnson,” 
published in London in 1782. Besides 
Washington’s autograph, it also bears that 
of Mary Lee Curtis, Mrs. Robert E. Lee’s 
mother.

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“Steichen the Photographer’ published by 
Harcourt, Brace & Company, a volume on 
“The Paintings of George Bellows,” 
Alfred A. Knopf, Inc., ““The Decorative 
Work of T. M. Cleland,” Pynson Print- 
ers, “Contemporary American Portrait 
Painters,” W. W. Norton Company. 

The new firm of Jonathan Cape & Har- 
rison Smith have three books in the list, 
a testimony to the ability of Robert: O. 
Ballou, member of the firm and former 
adviser of typography for the University 
of Chicago Press. One would not ordi- 
narily expect to find a volume like “Ex- 
Wife” in the Fifty Books Show, but the 
volume was the most pleasing in format 
of any novel of the year. Another unusual 
book with the Cape & Smith imprint is 
“Gods’ Man,” a story told entirely in 
woodcuts which has found praise on all 
sides. 

Two children’s books found their way 
on the list; both have the Macmillan im- 
print: “Hitty: Her First Hundred 
Years,” with its interesting type page, at- 
tractive title-page, well-produced illustra- 
tions, and binding and jacket eminently 
in keeping; ““The Birthday of the Infanta” 
by Oscar Wilde, with excellent type page, 
decorations and full page drawings by 
Pamela Bianco happily combined. 

The presses of Yale University and the 
University of Chicago make a good show- 
ing, as usual. One of the books of the 
University of Chicago is in the field of 
mathematics, ““The Electromagnetic Field” 
by Mason and Weaver, and in this vol- 
ume mathematical symbols become an 
added decorative feature. Harvard, too, 
has a book with similar drawings, a vol- 
ume called “The Painter’s Terms.” Very 
often carefully designed books in the field 
of science and mathematics fail in little 
details like the title-page or the binding, 
and the commonplaceness of these is not 
offset by the excellence of the layout of 
the volume. 

Because of his absence in London for a 
year, Bruce Rogers does not have his usual 
representation, though the second group of 
volumes to be published in the Boswell 
Papers came in during the season and will 
be one of the features of the exhibit. D. 
B. Updike of the Merrymount Press offers 
volumes of the usual high quality includ- 
ing among others the beautiful trade edi- 
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tion of “Letters of an Old Sportsman to 
a Young One” issued by Doubleday, in 
many ways the most beautiful volume of 
the year, and Merle Johnson’s bibliography 
of “American First Editions,” a perfect 
example of format for a book of this type; 
also, Walt Whitman’s “Franklin Evans,” 
published by the Random House, a fine 
specimen of the delicate work which the 
Merrymount Press can produce. 

Carl Rollins was the designer of three 
fine octavos for the Yale Press and also 
of “The Loyalists of East Florida” pub- 
lished by the Florida State Historical So- 
ciety. W. A. Kittredge of the Lakeside 
Press is represented by “The Log of the 
Northern Light,” privately printed, and 
Will Ransom of Chicago by his own vol- 
ume on “Private Presses and ‘Their Books” 
which was printed at the Lakeside Press. 
Elmer Adler and the Pynson Printers pro- 
duced the Cleland book, already men- 
tioned, and the perfect little volume of 
Rockwell Kent’s bookplates as well as “Dr. 
Jekyll and Mr. Hyde,” which was de- 
signed by W. A. Dwiggins. 

Grabhorn in San Francisco designed the 
noble historical volume, “The Relation of 
Alvar Nujfiez Cabeca de Vaca,” and 
“American Taste’ by Lewis Mumford, 
printed by the Westgate Press. The Rudge 
Press, as usual, makes many contributions, 
and besides the Boswell Papers, it printed 
the very successful “Leaves of Grass” of 
the Limited Editions Club designed by 
Frederic Warde, “The Legend of the 
Hounds,” and Gilman’s “Music and the 
Cultivated Man,” also designed by Warde, 
and a dignified edition of “A Testament 
of Beauty” by Robert Bridges with the 
imprint of the Oxford University Press. 
The Bowling Green Press presented a very 
beautiful edition of “The Spy,” and, as a 
specimen of a handy size for standard fic- 
tion it might well be further copied. 

The Spiral Press makes a good showing 
with “The Day of Doom,” and The 
Fountain Press with “The Secret and 
Other Stories’ by Milne. Taylor of San 
Francisco has a volume in the list, “How 
Many Miles from St. Jo?”, and the 
Harbor Press exhibited a dainty little edi- 
tion of Robert Frost’s “A Way Out.” The 
Peter Pauper Press is represented by two, 
“In Modern Dress” by Christopher Mor- 
ley and “Benjamin Franklin on Marriage.”

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A Woman Bookbinder 


HE head of the Fisher Book Bind- 

ing Co., is a woman, and a young 

one too. She is Miss G. V. Wood- 
man and is the daughter of the late 
Edgar P. Woodman who died in 1923. 
The Fisher business has always been in 
the family and Miss Woodman’s father 
was associated with the firm all his life. 
At the time of Woodman’s death Miss 
Woodman was secretary and director. She 
was then only 26. Miss Woodman is a 
striking example of the new type of woman 
who is going into modern business. She 
is, as may be expected, highly intelligent, 
and extremely shrewd, and after a few 
moments with her it is quite clear that 
she has the right kind of mind to direct 
a big business concern. It is interesting to 
our readers to know, that from 1915 up to 
1923 she was the English representative of 
the Plymouth Cordage Co., of Plymouth, 
Mass. She has been to America several 
times, on the first few occasions, in con- 
nection with the Plymouth Cordage Co., 
and later in connection with the Fisher 
Book Binding Co., with the object of in- 
vestigating the latest book binding plant. 
In 1917, when Miss Woodman made her 
second trip to America, which was of 
course during the War, she was the only 
woman on the boat. This was the “Lap- 
land.” Her firm is a very modern fac- 
tory, and possesses the latest and most up 
to date machinery, which we understand 
is mostly American, and some German. 


She is probably the only woman running 


a book binding company in English speak- 
ing countries. She was educated in an 
English High School, and also in a Ger- 
man High School. She is a member of the 
Master Book Binders’ Association, and of 
the London Chamber of Commerce. Miss 
Woodman runs her works on a very sound 
democratic business basis. It is a_ five 
day shop, and she is confident that, as a 
result, she secures better work from her 
workers. She believes that the extra day 
which she gives to her workers, benefits 
both them and the business. She is a pro- 
found believer in co-operation. The Fisher 
concern does general binding for publish-

ers and also for printers, besides having 
facilities for leather work. 

One of these days, Miss Woodman, who 
has a very definite personality, will give 
us a comprehensive work on “The Evolu- 
tion of Book Binding” upon which she 
works when she has an hour to spare. But 
this she tells us is not very often. 

In an interview with our London cor- 
respondent Miss Woodman commented on 
the Printing Trade as a possible career for 
women, declaring: 

“The day is past when the capacity of 
women to fill any position (other than 
such as require physical strength) is in 
question. Women now fill with success 
responsible posts in many kinds of busi- 
ness and have qualified themselves for 
nearly every profession. ‘There is, there- 
fore, no reason why—merely because she 
is a woman—a woman should not qualify 
herself for a career in the printing trade.

It is true that up to the present the possi- 
bility has not apparently occurred to many 
women, but there is certainly no disqualifi- 
cation for such a career at all inherent in 
her sex. 

“Furthermore, there would not be any- 
thing very original in a woman running 
a printing business. Several have success- 
fully established and carried on printing 
presses, of which the following are among 
the best known :— 

Helen Van Vechten of Wassau, Wis- 
consin, U. §. A. Miss Gleason and the 
Misses Lily and Elizabeth Yeats of the 
Cuala Press, near Dublin, Miss Waters 
of the Swan Press, London, while we find 
the imprint of Anna Rugerin along the 
very early Augsburg printers. 


“Printing as well as its kindred trade, 
Book Binding, has always had a strong 
tendency to be hereditary, and many of the 
older houses are run by the descendants of 
the original founder. As a consequence, 
some of the houses of famous printers of 
the past were carried on, as my own is at 
present, by the women of the family, owing 
to the failure of male heirs, and in Mr. 
Oswald’s recently published “History of 
Printing” and Mr. Orcutt’s two interest- 
ing studies of the origin of the craft, 
one may read of the assistance rendered 
to the great Christopher Plantin by his 
daughters, Madeleine and Martine. Again 
John Elzevir’s widow, Eva van Alpen, 
carried on the Leyden branch of the 
Elzevir’s business for nearly 20 years.”

Typog- 
raphers of today and for several years to 
come will have as their task the effort to 
understand correctly, and thus correctly 
to interpret, this spirit of the age.

reason, perhaps, that cur- 
rent typographical inter- 
pretations of our mew 
universe appear to be so 
diverse, or even chaotic. 
They may charitably be 
compared with unskilful 
snapshots of a rapidly 
moving object. 

The storm of the new 
typography rages prin- 
cipally in Europe, par- 
ticularly in Germany, 
Austria, Czechoslovakia, 
and of course in Russia. 
Some gusts of it have 
reached the United 
States, and the full blast 
of it may descend upon 
us here at any moment. 
It is nothing more than 
the counsel of prepared- 
ness to suggest that our 
typographers learn how 
to deal with it when it comes. 

Particularly must our typographers be 
warned not to be overwhelmed by the dar- 
ing of some of the European typographical 
schemes and thus submit to slavish imita- 
tion of them. For it must be remembered 
that while there is a new creative spirit 
abroad in the world, this spirit still has 
its national or at least geographic moods,

and that the mood which correctly ex- 


presses the German or the Bohemian or 


even the English national consciousness 
will always speak with a foreign accent 
on our soil. 

The leaders in the modernistic move- 
ment in typography have discerned in the 
modern age the spirit of movement. 
In this they are absolutely right. This is 
not a contemplative age. We no longer 
walk through life—we are borne along on 
vehicles, both spiritual and material, such 
as our grandparents of only two genera- 
tions back could not conceive. Things 
move, in the air, on the land, under the 
water, things made by man, mechanisms 
devised by man to carry him where he 
would go. And in thought also, things 
move. Man devises 2 new mathematics, 
a new physics and chemistry, a whole sys- 
tem of new philosophies, to carry him at 
what seems to be ever increasing speed 
into the heart of the universe. If there is 
anything that the new typography must ex- 
press, in order to express the modern age 
at all, it is motion. 


But it is vitally necessary to our pur- 
pose to distinguish which motion it is that 
demands expression in our typography—the 
motion of thought, the motion of life, or 
the motion of the machine. To this ob- 


server, at least, it seems as if the creative 
psychology in Europe is too much obsessed 
with the machine. It is strange indeed 
that the United States, the native land of 
the machine and of machine standardiza- 
tion, so bitterly accused of enforcing upon 
the world a machine-made life, is also the 
land of a naive and perplexing sentimen- 
tality and of strange adventures with things 
spiritual, while Europe, the vaunted 
stronghold of spiritual and_ intellectual 
values, is going mechanistic. 


Mechanistic and intellectualistic. The 
movement of the most “modernistic” Euro- 
pean typography is the movement of the 
connecting-rod, or else of the flywheel. 
The forms of the same typography are 
those of geometry. Stripped of all acces- 
sories, these forms become intellectualized 
to the point at which they seem to express 
concepts of pure reason. This is in the 
highest degree valuable, that we should 
have discovered a typography capable of 
expressing the accuracies of mechanical mo- 
tion and the purity of rational concepts. 
The question insistently arises, however, 
in contemplating these typographic achieve- 
ments, whether they truly express, as well, 
the real spirit of this age. Is it truly in 
the spirit of this age that mankind is to 
find its whole expression in mechanistic 








go 


movement and in abstract form? Or are 
the beauty and meaning now discovered in 
these things to be added to, rather than 
substituted for, our capacity for experienc- 
ing life in other ways? 

The new typography truly must express 
movement; but need it be only the move- 
ment of the locomotive, and not that of 
the stream or torrent? For however 
standardized it becomes in its accessories, 
its mechanisms for dealing with environ- 
ment, life still flows—it does not move on 
rails. And if Europe is mentally mechan- 
ized and is therefore correctly represented 
in a mechanized typography, the same is 
not true—not yet, at least,—of other parts 
of the civilized world. 


Nor is abstract form all there is to sim- 
ple form. The European typographers 
are right again in demanding that the 
typography for the modern age shall be 
simple, stripped of useless accessories, con- 
formed to function. But their efforts to 
achieve the truly laudable aim of making 
typography simple have resulted only in 
perpendiculars and horizontals, right an- 
gles and quadrilaterals, enforced by eye- 
catching circles and triangles. ‘To simplify 
the type in which this typography is ex- 
pressed, they have designed the so-called 
“grotesk”’ or sans-serif types, utterly ad- 
mirable examples, some of them, of what 
might be called the “pure” form of letters. 
They are even going further now, in reduc- 
ing these already simple characters to forms 
still more simple—to forms as abstract as 
they can well become and still remain re- 
cognizable as letters. 

This is admirable, and an exceedingly 
powerful contribution to our typographic 
resources. But is it capable of expressing 
all there is to simplicity, economy of form, 
and fitness to function? There is the sim- 
plicity, economy of material, and fitness 
to function of the nude athlete’s body, 
which is neither mathematical nor abstract. 


The future development of the new ty- 
pography will suffer grievously if it is to 
be confined to the course at present out- 
lined for it by its leading European expo- 
nents. In fact, it will not develop at all. 
Instead, it will quickly become stylized 
and petrified, and a new modernistic ty- 
pography will soon take its place. If, 
however, the new tendency be truly liber- 
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ated from tradition, even from the tradi- 
tion of mechanistic motion and abstract 
form, free to move simply and unaffectedly 
about its business, it will liberate un- 
dreamed-of forces for the typographer of 
the not distant future to use for powerful 
apt, and beautiful printing. 

There is little danger in the new free- 
dom of a return to the scrolls and circles, 
pinwheels and arabesques, of the typog- 
raphy of the 1870’s and 1880's, with its 
cordwood and grapevine letters and _ its 
fireworks of rules and ornaments. ‘The 
modern age is too active, too busy, to be 
bothered with these eccentricities. Nei- 
ther will it be bothered long with the 
experimental eccentricities of the -present 
“modern” mode. In the United © States 
at any rate, it will soon be discovered, I 
believe, that heavy black rules, lines of type 
set on end and fantastic figures con- 
structed of odd-shaped bits of type metal 
are not truly essential to the _ typo- 
graphic expression of the modern age. 
These devices have their uses, and it is 
well that we are free to use them. But 
even in Europe, some of the leaders of the 
new movement seem to recognize in these 
phenomena the mannerisms of the new ty- 
pography’s awkward youth rather than 
traits of its essential character. 

It is not with mannerisms that we are 
concerned, but with essentials. And 
in the bare essentials of the new typog- 
raphy there is substance enough to occupy 
our thoughtful printers in study and ex- 
periment for some time to come. Fore- 
most among these essentials, the future, I 
believe, will find the following: 


1. The concept of asymmetric balance, 
or “dynamic” symmetry. 

2. The concept of fitness to function, 
governing every part of the typo- 
graphic whole. 

3. The requirement of utterly frank

but rather it is a time for the 
finishing off of publishing lists and issuance 
of some delayed volumes. 

With the careful presswork that dis- 
tinguishes the Harvard University output 
we received “Traditional Ballads of Vir- 
ginia,” edited by Arthur Carl Davis, a 
- very handsome octavo of full 600 pages, 
with the problems of subtitles, headings, 
notes, etc., admirably worked out. 

Another university press which has 
steadily increased the importance of its 
output is that of the University of North 
Carolina, which has just completed “The 
Virginia Pultarch,” two handsome octavos, 
good models of historical bookmaking. In- 
teresting old cuts from the early history 
of the Virginia Capes are used as lining 
papers. 

Wilbur Cross’ “Life and Times of 
Sterne” goes into a third edition, and 
though a reprinting and now two volumes 
made in one, the type page is still just 


as satisfactory to the reader and title-page 
and general makeup just as alluring as of 
old. 

How much good half-tones can add to 
the beauty as well as usefulness of a book 
is shown in Brentano’s book on “The 
Theatre Guild, the First Ten Years” by 
Walter Prichard Eaton. The photographs 
are printed on inserts of coated stock, and 
all have been worked out with a pleasant 
even color. The use of black cloth for 
binding is striking. 

American textbooks are noted for their 
beauty of typography, and sometimes the 
drawings in mathematical books are as at- 
tractive to the eye as pictorial illustrations.

The Lakeside Press 


HE new Lakeside Press Building of 
the R. R. Donnelley & Sons Com- 
pany of Chicago is completed, and 
is now the largest building in. the United 
States given over entirely to the print- 
ing industry. ‘The Lakeside Press, whose 
latest printing feat was the production of 
the “Encyclopedia Britannica,” is com- 
pletely established in the new building 
which contains more than 1,100,000 square 
feet of floor space, and occupies the entire 
block between Twenty-first and Twenty- 
second Streets, Calumet Avenue and the 
Illinois Central right of way. The tower 
at the southeast corner of the building 
rises to 220 feet and the building itself 
is eight stories. 
From the time the first Lakeside Build- 
ing was completed in 1871, the Lake- 
side Press has made a constant effort to 


-house its printing business in a manner 


that is in keeping with its high ideals of 
design. and craftsmanship. ‘This early 
building was one of first. notable attempts 
to apply Gothic architecture to commer- 


cial building design, and the new plant 
carries forward the policy of representing 
in the building the close affiliation between 
printing and the fine arts. 

In connection with the general offices 
of the press are exhibition galleries de- 
voted to furthering an interest in print- 
ing and the graphic arts. There is a 
large main gallery and three small adjoin- 
ing rooms that compare in arrangement 
and equipment with the galleries of lead- 
ing art museums. Already there are plans 
for exhibits of typography, engraving in- 
cluding woodcut, etching and lithography, 
as well as exhibitions of books and book- 
binding from all over the world. Exhibi- 
tion will be invited from printing centers 
abroad, and individual artists and crafts- 
men will be solicited for one-man shows. 

Near the galleries is an apprentice 
school where about four-hundred students 
are studying and serving apprenticeships 
in various printing trades. The school in- 
cludes a library containing examples of fine 
printing from the best presses of the world. 
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In the same section of the building is a 


department of hand binding and rooms 


given over to etching and lithography. It 
may almost be said that everything which 
is done on a commercial scale in the plant 
may be worked out in the school under 
laboratory conditions. 

It is probable that the first exhibit to 
be held in the new galleries will be the
